The  regulations 
of  thf  Health  Insurance  Commission  contain  pro- 
vision for  a  charjce  of  SI.  or  $1.50.  for  first  house 
callaby  &  ph>'sic.aa.  The  health  iiisuraiu  e  com- 
mittee of  the  B.C.  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  considers  that  the  insured  will  resent 
thiOHdiarge,  and  with  Jiistlce.  becau.se  it  is  in 
direct  contradiction  to  the  principle  of  a  com- 
plete service.

Msi'y-""derstood  e.xplanatlons 
of  natural  processes"  which  can  be  considered  as 
automatic.  The  fact  is  that  the  chief  character- 
Litic  of  Nature,  as  Sir  Ambrose  points  out,  is  a 
marked  irregularity.'  He  claims  that  any  age 
measurements  based  on  stratified  rocks  and  their 
fOMU  contents  derived  from  radio-active  meas- 
urements, 'must  be  received  with  a  considerable 
degree  of  rc-serve."
